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Response to Arguments: 

The Applicant has argued that Tsuge et al. is primarily directed to problems associated with a host agent and thus any reference to Tsuge 
et al. for teachings on iridium complexes is unlikely. The Examiner disagrees. The invention of Tsuge et al. is primarily related to the 
construction of an organic EL device in which the dopant is a crucial characteristic in its function such that one of ordinary skill in the art 
would have found it likely to find relevant. The Applicant further argues that based on Tsuge et al.'s brief description of iridium complexes it 
does not suggest in any way for the use of dibenzoquinoline ligands. The Examiner disagrees. Besides being an obvious homolog of 
benzoquinoline (and also within the disclosed generalized formula of Tsuge et al.), dibenzoquinoline is a known compound used in the 
same art as disclosed by Jarikov. Although used as a host material, it is the position of the Examiner that one of ordinary skill in the art 
would have found it obvious in his/her routine experimentation based on the disclosed lr(benzooquinoline)2(acac) or lr(benzoquinoline)3 to 
substitute this highly analogous, known, and available known ligand. Thus, unless highly unexpected results are obtained, the rejection is 
maintained. 
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
